THINGS. 
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N a great many households financial condi- 
| tions make it impossible íor the house- 

wife to invest in all the modern 
appliances, etc., that she recognises as an aid 
to the efficient management of her house. 
Much can be done, however, without much 
expenditure of money. For example, in many 
cases a fitted kitchen cabinet must remain a 
dream of the future, but, although not so con- 
venient in detail, the princi le of centralising 
the equipment can be carried out with homely 
substitutes. A ~ table with a roomy cup- 
board above it. will do much towards easing 
the work of prepactie the food, or in other 
cases the dresser can be so improved by the 
addition of cupboard doors, or even curtains 
across the upper open shelves, that, with a 
high stool as an accessory, a most commodious 
cabinet can be evolved. In this case there 
are cupboards beneath for the utensils, and 
plenty of space for stores, etc.
